INDO-CHINA,

In an opening speech delivered a few days | 


ago before the Conseil Supérieur in Saigon, 
M. Beau, Governor-General of the colony, 
gave an exhaustive and most interesting 
review of the political and fiscal condition of 
France’s immense: possessions in ‘the East. 
He opened his address by calling attention 
to the critical situation of the finances of the 
colony at the outset of his administration, ° 
which was due to an error on the part of his 
predecessor, M. Doumer, in establishing the 
budget for 1go2 at the rate of 2 fcs. 40 to 
‘the piastre, The subsequent depreciation 
af silver reduced the. value of this coin to z 
francs and, in consequence, the colony was 
menaced with a, prospective deficit, which, 
had the low rate of exchange continued, 
would Taye amounted to one-sixth of the 
total of.the budget itself However, within 
the last few months the outlook has brighten- 
ed considerably owing to the unexpected 
tise in’ silver. Thanks to the increase of 
receipts throtigh the main sources of revenue 
the accounts for 1902 now show a surplus of 
$92y,000., M. Beau.informed his hearers 
that furtherimprovements in revenue were 
to be: expected owing to a more rigorous 
application of excise measures with regard to 
the government monopoly of opium, and also 
to the fact that the selling price of the: drug 
‘has-been’ raised considerably. It is worthy 
of remark that the Governor-General waxed 
eloquent on ‘the. immense ‘importance he 
“attaches fo the hetier ‘development’ of the 
agricultural aurces of the: colony. ° To

He declared that he admires still mare their 
good qualities as cultivators of the soil and 
‘secks to encourage the, immigration of “Chi- 
nese cultivators by ‘lessening. the burden of 
taxition on them, and by giving facilities for 
setling them upon the land, especially in 
Lower Tonquii where cultivators are: badly 
wanted, He has drawn up schemes for ‘fill- 
ing up with Chinese, the waste lands ‘of 
Annam, Cambodia, and Laos, since the 
natives of those districts are of little value-as 
labourers., ‘he Goverrior-General intends 
lo frame laws punishing with great severity 
malingering, breach of contracts, and deser- 
tion, My Beau informed -his, hearers that 
measures were being taken by the govern- 
ment to increase the revenues obtained from 
‘the forest-lands, .to_check-usury ‘and to.set- 
on foot loan banks with the aid of financiers 
in the metropolis. The Governor-General 
made several statements concerning the nu- 
merous public works in hand, or projected, 
the most important being the building of the 
Tonquin-Yunnan railway, the construction 
of good roads in Laos as a means of penetra-. 
tion to the immense mineral wealth which 
exists there, and the execution of important 
harbour work in Saigon and Haiphong and 


the establishing of new ports on the coast of | 


‘Annam with a view to profit'the export trade 
there, Speaking of Saigon, the Governor- 
General congratulated the Messagerizs 
Maritimes Company on its activity, and 
hoped that it would continue. ,in’ the same 
direction, when the harbour i improvements 
there once take effect. A direct steamer 
line from Saigon to Java would then become 
possible, M. Beau -is ‘bringing forward 
schemes for subsidising steamer lines to ply 
tegularly, and in addition to the M. M. boats, 
between Saigon and China. Trade, he de- 
slared, had greatly increased during the past 
year and the port retuins showed an aug- 
mentation in tonnage of 96,701 tons. Cables 


and telegraph lines are to receive the atten- 
tion of the authorities, the present system 


will be’ considerably extended ‘and 2 new 
method of instructing public servants in a 
better knowledge of native language and 
customs is to be adopted. . The Governor- 
General enlarged on the peace, order and 
progress manifested by the colony and ter- 
minated his discourse by announcing that 
the defences of Indo-China both by land and 
sea were to be strongly reinforced in the near 
future. We need hardly Mention that, like 
all official statements of such nature, this 
eloquent and elaborate ‘discourse must be 
digested cam -grano salis.

errequiring: the most “careful attention 
of i © authorities: . The ranks of local 
criminals aré continually’ being swelled by 
enterprising desperados from Canton, who 
have seen good to pay us a short, but’ gene- 
rally profitable, visit; and there can be little 


doubt that a very large-percentage of the, 


more serious crimes, ehrehicied so often of 
late, have -been the! handiwork of some of 
these desperate characters from the southern 
capital. The. capture of criminals who are 


residents of this city is an. casy task when 


compared to the discovery of the where- 
abouts-of these felons who flit to-and fro, 
with comparative impunity, between. Canton 
and this colony and who, on the ‘first sign of 
danger or after .a successful operation, can 
easily. find a secure refuge in the crowded 
intricacy of ‘the slums of that city, It re. 
quires but small thought to realise the enor-. 
mous'-difficulties encountered by.our police 
in bringing home crime to culprits of" 50 
evasive a class; and success in..such .cases 
must depend ‘entirely upon the adequacy 
and excellence ‘of the Detective Branch of 
the police force. From the increase in serious 
crime which: has taken place during the Inst 
few months, one is tempted to believe in the 
possible existence of some’ defect in’ the or- 
yanisation of this useful branch of the service, 
though whether it is due to numerical weak- 
ness, or to the usc of insufficient and antiqu- 
ated methods we must await the reply of 
the’ ‘Colonial Secretary before coming to 
conclusions i) the matter ; but whatever may 
be thetriginal-causes for thé wate’ of crimiv 
nality’ which now overruns Hongkong it is 
doubtlessly the desire of the majority of its.

THE VEXATION ta SHIPPING.

(30th September.) 
At half-past seven yesterday morning’ the 
red south cone was hoisted at ‘the usual 
stations to notify the shipping that a typhoon 
was over three hundred miles away from the 
colony. With- an alacrity surpassing the 1, 
expedition ‘usually associated with smaller 
craft, junks and sampans lét go their 
moorings and hastened away to Causeway 
Lay to take shelter from a- possible blow,- 
We referred to the vexation thus caused 
to shipping ‘some time ago,” when we 
(elt it incunibent upon ourselves to draw 
attention to: the many complaints~ whieh 
had come to our, knowledge regarding the 
great inconvenience, and loss of time and 
money ‘caused to local firms by junks 
and sampans stopping ‘work’ alongside 
ships, and setting sail the’ moment a. 
‘typhoon signal was run up. Quite a 
number of typhoons have been ‘notified 
during the-‘past few weeks, and only. 
two have approached within the 3oo-mile 
radius ; but long before there were the least 
possible indications of any strong b 
the -harbour has ‘been entirely. deserted 
by small craft. so indispensable in the 
loading and unloading of steamers, whose 
‘enforced delay is a matter of no small 
importance to. owners, officets’‘and pas- 
sengers. But’ apart from this, when thé" 
junks and sampans sneak out from a spell 
of idleness in Causeway Bay, many of them 
are impudent enough to demand exorbitant 
rates for lighterage consequent upon the loss 
of moncy entailed by their voluntary cessa- 
tion from work, and, as most of the shipping 
in port is strictly bound to depart on schedule 
tine, the ‘squeeze has to be satisfied before 
the discharging or loading of vessels can pro- 
ceed. As we have pointed out on several 
accasions, the Government has decided toin-_ 
lroduce the flag system, as at present in vogue 
at Shanghai, for the information of the 
shipping fraternity, without, however, doing 
away with the present drum, ball and cone 
signals, which are believed to be much 
better’and safer besides being more familiar 
to the local junk population. One would al- 
most haye imagined that familiarity would. 
liave bred contempt, especially’ considering 
the great percentage of signalled typhoons 
which never touch the outskirts of the Colony 
or approach within hundreds of miles of it ; 
but the experience of many years would seem 
to indicate that ‘olo custom’ must ‘prevail 
so long as our present methods of notifying 
heavy weather is allowed to remain, It will 
bea matter of many months before the 
natives can be made to understand the flag 
system, and it is to be doubted. if, 
when they are well acquainted with those 
signals, they will forego the old fashioned 
symbols which they have become aécustomed 
‘to obey, so implicitly ever since they were 
fist run up at the various stations in the 
harbour: Meanwhile, we’. cannot. impress | 
‘too strongly up Government ‘the necessity 
of reconsidering the system _ of. signal- 
ling typhoons, especially to the. innumer- 
able small craft. swarming on the’ waters 
of the colony, and would suggest that the 
difficulty be met by hoisting a signal in 
addition to the present symbols, indicating 
that sampans and junks should seek shelter 
without delay. Jt is incumbent upon the 
authorities that some preyentive measures 
be ‘taken’ so that every ‘facility » 
afforded to our vast and ever incteasing, ‘hip.

THE GERMAN LANGUAGE IN 

CHINA, :

| We Britans have hecome so’ accustomed 
to express our astonishment and admiration 
‘at the ranid prowress made by German com- 
“merce and influence during the Tast decade 
in the Par Bast, that the adverse criticism 
of a Teuton corresnandent, who writes from 
Shanghai to the Mational Zetiune, comes.to 
us'ns a surprise. The writer heaps reproach 
“upon the head of his comnatriots hecause. 
"although the Chinese authorities have been 
trying for a long time to’ eet German peda- 
; pomies to come out and instil the precepts 
‘of “Western Civilisation ” into their people. 
nohndy—or’ scarcely anvhodv—from the 
Fatherland has‘ responded to the appeal. 
He savs: “ Germany's economical strugeles. 
in China can but be benefited from a prac: 
tienl point of view if the Chinaman can 
spenk German. .But there js an, almost 
complete absence of suitable German in- 
structors in China. . Now Germany's rivals 
“above all England, America, Tapan and 
France—naturally take very good care that’ 
"everything German should he. kept in the 
“back ground. In Chinese: educated . cir- 
cles Enelish’ is. nowadays the only ‘foreign 
language of which they have any notion; 
in certain parts of. North China they speak 
a little French too. The immense pro- 
gress made by the aforementioned coun- 
tries is practically due to this.” Here .the 
Jamentations of the winter take a despairing 
and pathetic turn; for he declares—“' This is 
a very dangerous state of affairs for us Ger- 
mans, for, as compared.with our rivals, we 
take-a back seat." He also states that -the 
situation is heart-rending for the Chinaman 
too, for “they feel that fren want to open 
up a.vay for introducing the German langu- 
age and German ways and habits into their 
country.” ‘This is somewhat startling and 
the idéa that the Chinese are burning with 
.. desire to converse jn.the lancuace of Goethe 
is new to us; however this may be the case, 
but we think that the writer's complaints 
. with reference to the “ hack seat” are some- 
whnt unnecessary, since it was evident that 
. Germany’s place was to the fore during the 
negociations concerning the evacuation of 
Shanghai in October and November last year. 
The writer fulminates against the German 
missionaries’ in South China, who, he, de- 
“ clares, neglect to further by their teachings 
the commercial aspirations of their country- 
men. He is, however, loud in the praise of 
those in Tsingtau where ‘' both Evangelicals 
and Catholics are working with a definite 
aim in: the interests of Germany; and in 
this respect full. confidence can‘be placed in 
them.” It would be difficult to imagine a 
more outspoken admission to the effect that 
certain of the German Missionaries are 
doing their utmost to secure a material con- 
“ quest of the Chinese, and this frank declara- 
tion certainly indicates that the up-to-date 
Teuton merchantmakes use of every pos- 
sible method which may help to further his 
interests, and British business men might 
_ do well to keep this in mind. With refer- 
ence to’ the small progress made hy the 
German language in China and to the wide- 
‘spread knowledge of English, it might be 
reasonably suggested that this is owing largely 
to the greater facilities of pronunciation and 
grammar which tre offered by the latter.

The Tokyo HarbourConstruction Committee,

So far as the scheme has been worked out at 
present, of the total sum, Y16,600,000 will be 
raised by an issue of bonds, ¥5,000,000 by a 
Municipal tax, and Y7,000,000 by a Govern- 
ment subsidy, . The harbour isto be finished

away, could never come back, If it could! 
clearly be shown that there was gq mistake 
made,—not shown dogmatically but the. pro- 
duction uf what he might call the bacillus of 
the'discase—then there might be a chance of 
the Chamber still moving, and since the resig- 
nation of Mr. Chamberlain had taken plare, 
there might be all the more chance of this deci- 
‘sion being revised. On the other hand, ifit 
were a dicium ‘as laid. down by the Chair.

There were many matters on which such 
argument was desirable. For instance, the pro- 
hibition of importation of coin bill ‘now put 
forward’ could be rendered useless at once; 
what was to prevent a couple of huridred

' The Chairman pointed out that the resolution 
passed by the Committee was subsequently 
appraved by the whole Chamber.as embodied 
in the Report for 1902, He would only like to 
add,,in connection with the. Advisory Com- 
mitlee on Currency, that there was no secrecy 
at all about their deliberations. The con- 
clusions arrived were open to any. member of 
the Chamber; and he was quite sure the mem- 
bers of the Advisory Committee would be only 
too glad to receive any suggestions from Mr. 
Huttenbach ag to the dangers he had in- 
dicated,, The Advisory Committee would be 
anly tao glad to bring such suggestions before 
the Chamber and if necessary before the 
Government (hear, hear).

| LEPROSY IN SIAM. 
. i 

Siam is almost the only country in the world 
that docs not isolate its lepers. Mankind have 
had & very extended experience of this disease, 
and isolation has always been deemed necessary 
for the general welfare of the community, Con: 
sequently, in Siam leprosy exists and flourishes, 
‘No one who is at all conversant with the 
disease, can fail to see many cases as he walks 
along the streets, especially'if h¢ goes through 
Sampeng sand in’ many instances, no doubt, 
the poor creatures nffected are not aware of 
the nature of their affliction. In consequence 
of this carelessness, the disease is hound to- 
continue to be prevalent, and it is greatly 
to be feared that no preventive measures will 
be taken till some person high in authority 
contracts the diseases in his ‘awn person or 
immediate family. Then the danger will be 
realised. No one is safe from contrgion ; 
and in employing a seryant few people can be 
sure that they are not securing one of those 
unfortunat The danger which that implies 
to the. family of those employing him, should 
be evident enough. At times the attention of 
physicians js called to tive fact that people of 
their pcquaintance are employing servants 
‘whose immediate family are lepers. 

The Hospital Department is at present con- 
sidering the advisability of segregating lepers 
on an‘island in the Gulf, where they can be 
isolated from the. general public. [n this way 
Siam will take another step forward in civi+ 
lisation, At present lepers are making coke 
and other- Siamese food and selling it in the 
markets they are handling money in daily use 
by. the general public. and are doing many 
other things calculated to spread the contagion

Great Bakungaan to be precise, he found he 
Chartered Company's flag flying over a hause: 
there. This circumstance Lieut. Bonghter took 
to be dur to a misapprehension and he accord: 
ingly went to the trouble of initiating Pangtima 
Duking, the paid Chief there, into the doctrine 
of the three marine league limit, gave him a 
flay of the United States and posted a tablet 
on the island recording the visit of the ship. ° 

Lieulenant’ Roughter’s action, which wa 
‘yUite in order, has now given rise to the ques. 
tion of the ownership of the islands mentioned 
in, the above paragraph. The ‘purchase of 
Cagyan Sulu by the American Government 
nullifies the three marine league contention as 
to right of ownership. . The history of the two 
islands most remote fromthe mainland of 
British North Borneo, viz. Taganac and Be- 
guan, affects the situation ia na small degree 
ind may be taken as an example for all the 
others, The chief argument employed by the 
Chartered Company which is not anxious, for 
strategical reasons, to surrender its claim to 
the islands is that they have been adminis. 
tered as portion of the Company’s Territory, 
without protest from the Sultan of Sulu, 
ever since ‘the ° original concession | was 
isranted to the Chartered Company by His 
Highness, which isa matter of some twenty 
vears. In 1900 the Sultan, anxious to raise a 
toan, quite indifferent-as‘to the ownership ofa 
few small derelict islands aver a hundred and 

hty miles away from his country, and quite 
wt seaas to the illegality of bis claim to- them 
after all these years ofabsolute abandonment, 
sought an interview with the Governor of 
Singapore and attempted to establish his 
right to then as. part. of his, possessions 
which he had never qlienated to the Com- 
winy, The claim was very properly, referred 
hy the Court to the. Foreign Office which 
silggested that the Company’ should) open 
a negetintion with the Sultan with a view to the 
surrender of the islands by the latter outright 
to the Camnany. Tis Highness could not, 
however, be brought to look upon the matter in 


“a sensible light. .About two years after these 


events had taken place the Sultan of Sulu 
applied far an pdyance of his Cession Money 
and in granting bis request in part the oppart- 
unity was taken to again refer to the question 
of the surrender of the ‘islands to the Company 
asa gitid pro gun for the cash advance, His’ 
HWighness’s reply was both tardy.and unaccom- 
modating, the most of Cession Money asked 
for the two islands beiny a ridiculously large 
sum per annum. The matter was allowed to 
drop, at the wish of the Court of Directors 
who preferred not to raise any. question as 
to the ownership of the islands. This 
brings us up to February of this year, In 
April Iast His Hichness: the Sultan on 
his way thraugh ta Singapore expressed his 
willingness to settle once for all the island 
question and His Ixcellency the Governor 
who was absent at Jesselton authorized Mr, 
Cook, Finance Commissioner, to make the best 
arrangements possible. Accordingly Mr. Cook 
drafted’ an agreement which His Highness 
signed in which all the islands were specified 
by name, . The agreement is a ratification of 
the view of the matter always held by the 
Chartered Company that the islands from 
Banguey to Sibuco,do belong to then by virtue 
Of the exercise of twenty years’ undisturbed 
jurisdiction over them dnd that it may be 
understand that. they were included in the 
original Treaty. The terms of the agreement 
are eminently satisfactory to the Chartered 
Company. : ; 

For the present the question is one for 
“iplomacy and. negotiation. [t is doubtful 
whether America wants the islands, They.are 
only valuable to us from.a strategical, point of 
view and so long as Great Britain possesses 
them by right of occupation confirmed by the 
original owner, the Sultan of Sulu. Ameriea 
will doubtless be ‘contented, In these times of 
keen competition for the occupancy ot pasi- 
tions of  strategical advantage all aver the 
world itis well to make certsin. of the legal 
ownership of these “derelict” islands as 
Mr. Cowie aptly describes them, The oc: 
cupation of Teganac, for instance, by a. 
Foreign Power other than America with 
whom, thank God, we are on terms of inter- 
national good will and friendship woutd be ex- 
tremely undesirable and it is highly regrettable 
that the whole question with which we have 
been dealing was not definitely settled vears 
ago, In the meantime we may rest assured 
that the Foreign Office’will support onr claims 
‘and that, the Government of the United States - 
through the Southern Philippines, will be wil: 
ling to withdraw their claim to those distant 
islands that could only, bv any possible cancep: 
tion, be of use to them in the remote chance ol 
North Borneo falling into the hands of a For- 
eign Power. ' x

It had been the 
custom of the preent Commandant and, he 
believed, of his predecessor to trust the sergt.- 
major to a large extent and although all 
Carps money was received by the Contnandant 
it was the practice tn handit over tothe sergeant:

volunteer matters, and ‘consequently : there 
were only cleven items of receipts of which 
one was a’ cheque “for $49.62, the ree 
mainder being in cash. Mr, Bowley said 
he was not in a position to prove whether 
the other items were cheques or cash, but the 
totg) of the items withaut the cheque amounted 
to $206.76, It wais defendant’s duty to keep 
the money jn the safe of the Corps. Upon the

Meanwhile 
the plaintiffasked the constable if he had a war- 
rant, and he replied ** What do you think ?” and 
when he was asked to show il, observed “ You 
will see it fast enough when | take you up to 
the station,” Hedeclined to show the warrant, 
The Chinese had never at any time shown their 
mandates, as was required positively under sec- 

_ tion 6.0f the Ordinance. There was no question 
of demand, The section says :—Every Excise 
officer shall be supplied with a badge bearing 

* such sign or mark of office as may be directed 
by the Governor, and when acting against any 
person under this Ordinance every such Excise 
officer shall declare his office, and produce to 
the person against whom he acts lis said 
badge.” * And section 7 says, “ Every ‘police 
officer when acting under this Ordinance, if 
not in.uniform, shall declare his office,-and 
produce to the person against: whom he acts 
such badge as the Captaut Superintendent of 
Police may direct police officers to carry when 
on secret or special service.” The badges 
were never shown and under the Ordinance tlieir 


acts were illegal. After completing the search| 


. af No. £75 two of the Chinese officers. pro- 
ceeded to No, 173. Plaintiff asked if they hada

Mr. Looker addrested the Court.’ He said | 
that altliough the opiun farmers admitted no | 
Lishjlity whatever in the present action they 
did not want any clo.hing damaged at all by 
their servants, Inwfully or unlawfully, and they 
were willing to pay whatever value his Lord- 
ship thought ‘fir in respect of the clothing 
damaged by wax. Asa matter of law he sub- 
tmitted that the clothing having been damaged 
in No, 17¢, for which the officers had a warrant, 
there was tio liability tw pay. 

His Lordsh p:--The point is, to my mind, 
about the wleged egal entry into No. 173. 

Mr. Louker said that having a syarrant’ for 
No, 175 there was no question of any, general 
damages, but as lequras No, 173 it-seemed to 
hie. quite apart from any law, Plaintiff had 
contended that he suffered the balance of his 
damages because the police went at night and 
searched his promises, anit a crowd collected 
making people believe he bad dene wrong and 
so lost his charactérand his credit, Eventhough 
the officers might not have entered No. 173 
they were perfectly justified in going to No 175 
and plaintif could not get any general dan- 
ages.

plaintiff, ard considered his evidence was coro- 
borated by that oi the Inspector. On the whole, 
and he did not desire ta make anany remarks 
about it, he believed plaintiffs evidence. With 
reyard to damages there was not much done, 
but the man was in a respectable position ant 
it was very annoying for him to have his pre- 
mises entered without a warrant—illegatly. He 
thought the case would be met by judgment 
for Stoo and costs.

SIBERIA FULL OF WAR 
PREPARATIONS, 
——-——_ 
INTERVIEW WITH A RECENT TRAVELLER. 


Sr, L, de Mendonca e Costa, director of the! 
Railway Gazette of Portugal, bas just com: 
pics the journey from Europe to the Far East 

y the Siberian Nailway, and 13 nuw.spending a 
few days in Japan before returning to Lisbon, 
His wife accompanies him, and is indeed the. 
“better half” linguistically, speaking English 
more fluently, In the course of an exceedingly 
interesting conversation, we (/apan Gasetie) 
learnt something of their impressions of Siberia, 
and they throw fresh light on Russian move- 
ments i view of the latest political develop. 
ments, Thev found war preparations every- 
where, Troopsare everywhere, and the freight 
trains and depots arc filled chiefly with military: 
stores. A very noticeable feature all along the 
line was the number of armoured cars which 
the Russians have—perfect travelling forts. 
The travellers observed not merely one or tyro,

of massive timbers heavily clamped with iron, 
and loop-holed for rifles, Their significance 
is self-evident, Sr. Mendonca ¢ Costa says that, 
as far as could be observed in the rapid journey, 
there is practically no commercial and industrial 
development. throughout Siberia, Coming 
from Vorlugal, where every foot of the land is 
under cultivation and produces abundant crops 
of everything, they found the desolation of 
Siberia little less than appalling. ‘Towns so 
few and far between, farms so wide apart, that 
the land seems almost all empty and unpro- 
ductive, while soldiers constitute the predo- 
minant sign of life—this is Siberia as it seems 
to the keen practical eyes of the Lisbon Rai/- 
way Gazelle director, 

Statistics indeedrexist showing that Siberia 
does as a matter of fact export enormous quanti- 
ties of produce; but big though the figures 
appear on paper, the aspect of the country. is 
one of unutterable emptiness to those who act-' 
ually ser it. And, taking thase large statistics 
in their simple mathematical ratio to area, they 
prove quite insignificant. after all, Siberia is.at_ 
present a vast military parade-ground ; what- 
ever clse it may be is quite secondary, and not’ 
likely to attain comparative importance fox 
many years to come, :

Aside from the 
ethics of the question, the onlv safe riddance 
will be its shipment to the United States, 
where special conveniences exist for handling 
this annoying class, ‘The jails and penitentiaries 
‘are commodious, police force ample and with 
the chain-gang and plenty of hard, manual 
labour ahead, this element will be far less 
annoying in the homeland than here or in China. 
Hongkong ond Shanghni are: uncomfortably 
near, The objectionable Americans who have 
become conspicuous in these cities in the last 
six months have done much to bring’ discredit 
to Americans inthe Orient. The,fact that they 
would probably he in Bilibid ‘prison had they 
temained in Manila is not considered. ‘They 
Are nominally citizens of the United States, and 
their career gives rise to impressions that are 
unjus ly extended to all Americans.

THE ECONOMIC CONDITION . 
‘OF JAPAN. 
Pe See 


A very full report of the trade. of Japan for 
tgoz by Mr. Parlett, of the British Legat on in 
Tokio, has just been, issued by the Foreign 
Office. The total volume of the imports and 
exports Inat year was £54,107,552 of which 

27,739,252 was the value of imprrts, and 
426,368,320 that of exports, These figures 
show an incrense of 41,624,616 in imports, and 
£607,638 in exports, as compared .with 1901, 
the figures of which were the highest up to 
then, The figures for 1902 are all the more 
remarkable that there were certain untoward 
circumstances during the year, for the. grain 
harvests were bad owing to unseasonable 
weather, and the fall in silver greatly impeded 
the important trade with Chita. “On the other 
hand, the ailk crop was abundant; and the ex- 
port trade in raw silk reached a height of pro- 
sperity hitherta unknown, and led to an influx 
of specie which removed any danger to the 
system of convertible notes. During the whole 
year the import of bullion was continuous, and 
was always in excess of the export; especial- 


‘}ly in the last three months of the year. At 


present the national debt amounts ‘to 552 mil- 
fion yen, of which 190 millions are due in the 
United Kingdom, and the rest in Japan itself. 
Ten years ago the debt was 240 million yen, 
and in the meantime the China war indemni- 
ty of 370 millions has been paid and absorbed ; 
meanwhile the ordinary revenue has, increased 


from less than 86'to over 226 million yen; in |, 


other.words while the debt -has increased 130 
per cent.; the revenue has increased 163 per 
‘cent. Of the imports raw cotton was over 8 
millions sterling. cotton goods 14, metals near- 
ly 2, woollen goods over.

THE TOKYO HARBOUR SCHEME.

The Tokyo HarbourConstruction Committee, 
appointed to investigate the scheme for. the 
construction of a harbour for the capital, has at 
length decided upen a general ‘plan of work, 
says the Kobe Chronicle. The cost of the great 
undertaking is estimated at ¥23,500,000, which 
sum will be raised by the issue of bonds, a 
municipal tax, and a ‘Government subsidy, 
The total cost will probably amount to at least 
Y 28,600,000, including the interest onthe bonds. .

During the discussion following the Chair- 
man’s.spéech at the half-yearly meeting of the 
Singapore Chamber of Commerce, Mr.

been made, it must now be. left alone, Per- 
sonally, he was strongly of opinion, for what:

Colony. We were placed in a very different 
position to that occupied by ports on a con: 
tinent, because such ports, in the event of 
difficulties occurring, could get their trade back, 
Pat in the case of a port situated as Sing 
pore'jé the trade. having. once, bean, filched, 
away, could never come: back,” If ‘it could} 
clearly be shown that. there was q mistake 
niade,—not shown. dogmatically but the pro- 
duction of what he might call the bacillus of 
the disease—then there might be a' chance of 
the Chamber still moving, and since the resig- 
nation. of Mr. Chamberlain had taken plare, 
there might be all the more chance of this deci. 
sion being revised. On the other hand, if it”

‘of this carelessness, the disease is bound to 
continue to be prevalen', and it is great!

Then the danger will be 
realised, No one is safe from’ cont»gion;

afterall these years of absolute abandonment, 
sought an interview with, the Governor of 
Singapore and attempted to establish | his 
right to them as part of his possessions 
which he had never alienated to the Com- 
mny. The claim was very properly referred 
by the Caurt to the Foreign. Office which 
suggested that the Company should open 
4 negetiation with the Sultan with a view to the 
surrender of the islands by the‘latter outright 
tothe Company, Tis Highness could not, 
however, br brought to look upon the matter in 
asensible light. About two years after these 
events had taken place the Sultan’ of Sulu 
applied for an edvance of his Cession Money 
and in granting his request in part the opport- 
unity was taken to again refer to the question 
of the surrender of the islands to the Company 
ns u guid prd gua for the eash advance, His 
Nighpess’s ply ivas both tardy and unaccom:

The matter was allowed to 
flrop, at the wish of the Court of Directors 


who preferred not to raise any question as 


to the ownetghip of the islands, This 
brings us up to February of this year. In 
April Inst His Hichness the, Sultan on 
his way through to Singapore expressed his: 
willingness to settle once for all the island 
question and His Iexcellency the. Governor 
who was absent at Jesselton authorized Mr. 
Cook, Finance Commissioner, to make the best 
arrangements possible. Accordingly Mr. Cook 
drafted an agreement which His Highness 
signed in-which all the islands were specified 
by name, ‘The agreement is a ratification of 
the view of the matter always held by the 
Chartered Company that the. islands from 
Banguey to Sibuca do bélong to them by virtue 
‘of the exercise of twenty years’ undisturbed 
jurisdiction over them and that it may be 
understand that they were included in the 
original Treaty, The terms of the agreement 
are eminently satisfactory to the Chartered 
Company. 

For the present the question is one for 
“iplomacy and negotiation, It is doubtful 
whether America wants the islands, They are 
only valuable to us from a_strategical point of 
view and so long as Great Britain possesses 
them by right of occupation confirmed by ‘the 
original owner, the Sultan of Sulu, America 
will doubtless be contented. In these times‘of 
keen competition for the occupancy of posi- 
tions of strategical advantage. all over the 
world it is well to make certrin of the legal 
ownership of these “derelict” islands as 
Mr, Cowie aptly describes them. The oc- 
cupation of Teganac, for instance, by a 
“Foreign Power other than America with | 
whom, thank God, we are on terms of inter: 
national good will and friendship would be ex- 
tremely undesirable and it Is highly regrettable 
that the whole question with. which we have 
been dealing was nat definitely settled years 
ago.

JFHAT RADIOM MAY DO, 
} ie P 


The discovery of radium has brought to the 
scientist-of to-day dreams that exceed’ in fan- 
tasy those of the alchemists of old, ‘The p 
sibilities af this.wonderful element, of whiclr at 
present we know so little, are almost beyond 
conception. Leaving the scientific and, physi- 
cul problems that are at present agitating the 
scientific world ont of the question, ‘let us 
consider briefly, and in plain language, the con- 
ceivable possibilities of radium in the indus. 
trial world, and its probable ‘effect. on man, 
Judging from the restlts «fthe most recent it 
vestigations, we have in radium a body that is 
continually giving off heat, and that constantly 
maintai temperature of five or six degrees 
Fahrenbeit: bigher than its surronndings. 
Here wwe have a concentrated energy in the 
suvallest possible bulk that 1s both lasting: and 
constant.: The practicul uses of such a body 
in the industrial world would be ilimitable, 
and would revolutionize all known methods of 
locomotion and « echinics. 4: is probable that 
a few grains might provide enery ta drive our 
locomotives, motor-cars, and mechanical en- 
.gines and carriages of every description. With 
a minute quantity of the clement properly em- 
ployed we may in future be able to heat our 
houses throughout, and keep them at. an equ- 
able temperature, The domestic cooking 
would bé done on radiam stoves, while electric 
Renerating-stations for lighting: and purposes 
of locomotion would be driven by the same 
energizing force, i oe : 

The application of radiam to motors would 
solve one of the chief difficulties af aerial flight, 
and, in fact, dreams beyond conception may 
i rapidly conjured up as to what radium may 
do. 
The first yréat difficulty to ‘solve is how to 
obtain this remarkable ¢lement in its pure 
state, for up to the present all our tnowledse 
is derived from the effects of its silts or com- 
pounds with other bodies. ‘The chie( ore from 
which radium is obtained is pitchblende, .but 
the quantily it contains is so small that only 
about three grains can b+ extracted from a ton 
ofthe mineral, Better methods, of extracti 
are now being patiently studied by s 
investigators, But apart from the possibilities 
of radium from iin industrial point of view, its 
effect on the body of man, owing to the pucu- 
liar rays it emits, is not less remarkable. These 
peculiar rays have recently been proved to have 
a very extraordinary action on diseased tissue. 

Al-eady three distinct kinds of rays ate dis 
tinguished, namely—(t) Infinitely small posi- 
tively charged atoms of matter, Aying at great 
speed which can be measured, and the result 
seen by the bombardment on zinc sulphide 
screens: (2) rays which appear to correspgnd 
to the cathodic rays in a Crookes tube ; anda) 
rays which correspond lo the X-rays, ; 

Wher the surface of the body is exposed to 
these rays a peculiar action takes place, which 
in healthy tissue takes the form ofa burn, while 
in diseased tissue, as in: cases of rodent ulcer 
and lupus, distinct beneficial effect is produced. 
In two cases of cancer treated in Vienna with 
local applications of radium, the disease is said 
to have disappeared, and other cases, are said 
to, he progressing favourably. [In a case of 
lupus in Scatland, four weeks? treatment caused 
the disease to disappear, while in another'case, 
more recent, of rodent ulcer, under the influence 

ivi the discharge soon dried up, and 
within a fortnight improvemert was evident, 
Rut it is too soon yet to judge if these remark- 
able results are permanent or not, : 

In applying this- marvellous’ body jt seems 
almost incredible (hat it should have any action 
without beitig removed from the hermetically- 
sealed glass tube which contains it.’ Neverthe: 
less, such is the case.

Occasional dispatches have kept the public 
informed of the travels of our “ Commission of 
Exchange” to the various capitals of Europe, 
but none of them have told us the nature of 
their communications to the courts with which 
they have conferied. Agencral iinpression has 
gained currency that, whatever their sugges- 
tions were, they were unfavourably, received at 
Landon, Paris, The Hague, and Berlin, Acs 
cording toa Bertin dispatch to the London 
Times, however, the missiur his sectved at 
least an academic assent ta the proposal that 
the currency of the countries which still main- 
tain the silver «standard, shall’ be regulit- 
ed ‘according ta the system adepted by 
British lndia in the “year 1893. That 
system was the discontinuance of the coinage 
of st ver for private persons—in other words, 
the demunetisation of that metal, and its coin- 
age for Government account only., The pur- 
pose was to reach the gold standard. at some 
future period, Inthe meantime the Govern- 
ment agreed to give silver rupee in exchange 
for gold atthe rate of 16d. per rupees, and ta 
receive pold Jor taxes at same rate; but no 
promise was made to give gold for rupees at 
any tate whatsoever, No such promise has yet 
been: mace, but the Government now ‘gives 
fold fur rupees al that rate, of at the current 
rite of exchange on London, which oscillates 
around 16d, within narrow limits. The status 
of the aupee is much the same as that 
of our silver dollar. 
Promise ta redeem thir legal-tender silver in 
taxes, and this kind of redemption. st fticeS’ for.

r would suffice under all conditions of ade and 
industry, is uncertain. : : 
Now it does not advance matters for us to 
Secure th- assent of any number of countries 
to the currency system of British India. We 
have already passed beyo:d that stage in our 
Philippine | tion. .\We have adopted for 
the islands a sitvér coinage of full legal tender 
‘plus a sobsidiary coinage of limited tender 
both to be coined, issued, ard redeemed ‘in 
gold by the Governnient. This is an expeti- 
ment involving, needless expense ard of very 
doubtful utility “It could never have ‘passed 
Congress but for a Quixotic attempt on our part 
to help Mexico in her financial muddle, and at 
the same time to “de something for silver.” The 
“Canmission of ange” is the cu-come of 
the latter proposition, At the instance of a 
Silver Senator it was engrafted on +1 ‘agpro- 
priation bill in an attenuued. form, after yt had 
been rejected by the House in its df ble 
sh.pe. ‘The questi: n of inmediate, peitinende, 
however, is: “How will it help us, of the 
Filipinos, if we s cure. the assent of ‘other 
bations to the financial policy of British India? 
Great Britain gave her consent to it in 4893, 
and is not Ikely to withdiaw i, We have no 
need to ask ber co-mperation in doing what she 
has already done. If Mexico desires to follaw 
the cxamp & of British India, the way iS open 
for her todo so. this not necessary for her ta 
ask the permission of Linperor William or of 
Czar Nicholas.

‘store dealer was charged before Mr. Sercombe 
Smith at the Magistracy on Monday with 
being in unlawful possession of 135 pounds of 
Manila rope, value about $56, and 55 Ibs; of 
copper wire, value about $18, reasonably sus-: 
pected to have been stolen, or unlawfully 
obtained from a shop at No. 168 ‘Reclamation 
Street, Yau-marti, yesterday afternoon, and 
also with being a holder of a licence failing to 
enter in his book an account of the rope and 
wire, found in his possession. ,His Worship 
sent him to gaol for four months’ on the: first 
charge, and fined him $50, or two months’ 
hard labour on the second, Mr, d’Almada 
subsequently applied for the rehearing of the 
case in which a marine store dealer was 
charged with being in unlawful ossession-uf 
Manila rope and: steel wire. Mr, Sercombe 
Smith refused the application, observing that 
the case vas very clear,
